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Claims 1, 2, and 7 relate to an optical disk drive device where the axis 
of a laser beam of one optical pickup is adjusted in accordance with the 
result of detection by tilt-detecting means provided on the other optical 
pickup. 
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Claims 4 and 5 relate to an optical disk drive device where the tilt 
of an optical disk is detected on the side of one optical pickup while 
initial setting is made on the side of the other optical pickup. - 

Claim 6 relates to an optical disk drive device where both tilt 
information and radial position information of an optical dis k are stored 
in a memory. 
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
